Tbe  report  theu  refers  to  the  action  of  tbe 
County  Superintendent  toward  the  schools,  and 
says  that  he  ha*  not  been  disposed  to  co-operate 
with  tbe  Trustee*.

The  school  management  is  then  Ukcn  up, 
and  It  Is  stated  that  It  was  decided  by  the  Trus¬ 
tees  to  employ,  as  fa/  as  poMitde,  teacher* 
heretofore  engaged  and  to  reduce  the  number 
where  it  seemed  advisable.  Last  fear  twenty- 
one  teachers  were  employed  In  all  the  depart¬ 
ments.  For  the  present  year  copdracts  were 
made  with  seventeen  teachers.  The  registered 
attendance  having  averaged  068,  the  number 
to  each  teacher  would  be  about  38.  Owing  to 
the  previous  promotions,  some  of  the  classes, 
however,  were  considerably  abov*  and  some 
considerably  below  the  average  each  teacher 
should  have. 

I  In  the  High  School  time  modMcuiiouc  *"‘1 
|  change  s  were  made  iu  the  tcmh  nf  force.  For 
ibis  class,  numbering  only  about  30  at  the  close 
of  laat  term,  two  instructors  (betode*  the  ser¬ 
vices  rendered  the  class  by  tbe  Plrlncipol)  bad 
been  employed.  Mr.  Root,  tbe  Principal  of  all 
the  schools,  was  relieved  of  supervision  over 
the  Primary  departments,  Ac.,  ud  bis  time 
was  given  wholly  to  teaching  In  the  High 
School  and  to  superintending  only  the  Gram¬ 
mar  School  work.  Tbe  Trustee#  were  then 
enabled  to  do  away  with  tbe  services  af  tbe 
|  Vice-Principal.  With  the  exception  of  the 
Principal,  the  teachers  received  the  same  sala¬ 
ries  as  in  the  previous  year. 

TKACIir.RS  AAD  SCHOOL  WORK. 

The  teachers  have  been  capaMe,  energetic 
and  faithful,  and  it  ia  thought  by  the  Trustee# 
that  thqy  have  lost  nothing  in  effidicDcy  during 
the  past  year. 

At  the  opening  of  tbe  term  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  discontinue  Greek  sod  Laths,  and 
aubstitute  Book-keeping  and  Natural  Philoso¬ 
phy,  with  more  attention  paid  t*  other  practi¬ 
cal  branches.

Tbe  analyses  which 
were  made  only  to  find  the  amount  of  sulphate 
of  iron  hi  the  earth  resulted  os  follows,  viz : — 

Surface  earth  coutaiu#  0,038  per  cent  sulphuric 
ociJ  Larth  thirteen  Inches  down  coutalns  and  the  Bishop#  of  the  Methodist  Church  to 
O.ikJM  j>er  cent,  salphurlc  acid.  This  acid  is  obeorvetl  as  the  “Robert  Ralkes  Centennial 
combine/!  with  iron  forming  the  common  errs -I  D*.v  ”  The  Methodist  Church  of  this  town  firiR 
tuiizcd  green  vitriol,  °r  cf»pperaa,  and  what  is 
known  to  chemist*  os  prot-vaulpbate.  The 
surface  lay«  on  an  acre  contains  ta  the  flrM 
*ix  Inches  of  d.*pth  1,875  pounds  of  this  ferrous 
sulphate,  and  the  lower  layer  for  the  same  area 
snd  thickness  contains  1,381  pounds  of 
the  same  substance.  It  is  quite  certain  that, 
many  of  the  bogs  (n  which  cranberries  thrive 
contain  sulphate  of  iron,  and  it  will  be  an  In¬ 
teresting  question  for  this  season  to  ascertain 
whether  all  the  good  cranberry  bogs  are  acid 
from  the  presence  of  that  substance  or  form 
some  organic  odd.  Ahd  also  to  ascertain 
whether  those  bog*  where  the  cranberry  fail* 
most  completely  are  not  tacking  ta  this  acid 
property. 

A  soil  containing  the  smallest  trace  of  acid 
will  cause  blue  litmus  paper,  if  moistened,  to 
turn  red  the  moment  tbe  paper  touches  it  [To 
those  who  wish  to  try  the  experiment,  some  of 
tbe  litmus  paper  will  be  sent  from  tbe  Station.] 

For  tbe  purpose  uf  testing  the  fact  a a  to  wheth¬ 
er  sulphate  of  iron  will  cause  tbe  cranberry 
plants  to  grow  more  vigorously,  it  ta  reccom- 
inended  to  make  experiments.  Take  five 
pounds  of  sulphate  of  iron  and  dtaeolTe  it  to
